UvDn the treaty between China and Japan, 
signed a few days ago at Pekin, China coneenti 
to leaae to Japan Liao Tnng Peninsvk at the 
Southern extremity, which inoladee Port Arthur 
and Dalny. This property formerly was held 
by Rnssia under lease from China. China con- 
cedes to Japan control of the railway on the 
peninHula Northward as far as Chang Chin. 
Thin is one ef the spurs which connect with 
Russian China. The SiWrian Railway System 
and the point named probably will mark the 
division between Russian and Japanese control. 

China also concedes to Japan the right to 
build railways from Autung on the Valu river 
to Mukden, the ancient capital of Manchuria, 
probably along the line of the famous old mili- 
tary or i'aravan road. It is jm'ov iiled. hnwcver, 
that .it th»' en«l of .1 < ertain period the road may 
be purchased by China. 

The most important of all provisions of the 
treaty is an article whereby China agrees to 
open to the world the commerce and trade of 
I'zteen principal |)orts and cities in Manchuria, 
including Harbin, the modern Russian cipital 
of the j)rovince ;ind its most important railroad 
center, thus making, in thu opinion of the State 
Department officials, the final success of the long 
struggle by the United States for the open 
door.
